Tardy Knight 
Pushes Unity 


Disappointment turned to en- 
thusiasm as former Gov. Good- 
win Knight arrived late to give 
an off-the-cuff, hour and a half 
speech just after the dismissal of 
the Bill of Right’s assembly 
Thursday. 

As the crowd steadily increas- 
ed, Knight stressed that there 1s 
“Only one kind of Republican 
and that’s a Republican. There 
are no right-wing, left-wing, or 
conservative Republicans. So, 
let’s all get under one tent.” | 

Knight explained that the main 
trouble with the Republican par- 
ty was these unnecessary splits 
caused by the fact Republicans 
had gotten too confident over 
the last 10 years. 

Many questions were thrust at 
Knight during _ the informal 
speech. He stated he was oppos- 
ed to medicare and socialize 
medicine, basing his position on 


its “failure” in Great Britain. 


When asked if the Republican 
party would survive in Califor- 
nia, he replied in the affirmative 
pointing to the fact California 
had been a one-party state from 
1919 to 1932. 

In addition, Knight accused 
Nixon of acting “like he was 
ashamed to be a Republican” in 
the recent gubernatorial election. 


Dan Weaver, sophomore presi- 
dent, introduced Dr. John. E. 
Johnson, president, who in turn 
introduced Gov. Knight calling 
him “the most sought after 
speaker for. the Bill of Rights.” 


Wally Huntoon presented 
Knight with a framed copy of 
the Bill of Rights. 

Knight arrived late due to a 
mix-up in directions. He promises 
to return and speak at SAC in 
the near future.

‘It Depends {Says Prof

Twenty-five per cent of 
the students on this. camp- 
us are married: 

When this fact is men- 
tioned, immediately the 
traditional view of the hard 
working, hard-pressed, 
greatly handicapped mar- 
ried student comes to mind. 

Notorious for burning 
the candle at both ends, 
this student is viewed with great 

ity by most. He is known to hold 
own a full-time job by day, at- 
tend classes by night and study 
every moment in between. 

In addition, he must somehow 
find time to solve all those frus- 
trating marital problems. Clearly, 
reasons the traditionalist, such a 
student is at a scholastic disad- 
vantage when compared to the 
average, single, easy-going col- 
legian. 

Yet, many professional psy- 
chologists, sociologists and mar- 
riage counselors challenge the 
validity of this traditional view. 

Marriage counselor an 
speech instructor Dr. J. C. Fikes 
is such a challenger. : 

Dr. Fikes, employed by Affil-

iated Psychological Consultants, 
emphatically states: “If the mar- 
riage is a good one, it should have 
a positive effect’’ on college stud- 
ies, for “it enhances a student’s 
efficiency.” Dr. Fikes infers 
married male. students aren’t 
supposed to be as interested in 
chasing coeds. 

As far as measuring single 
students against married ones on 
scholastic achievement, Dr. Fikes 
labels the comparison a statistic- 
al toss-up. Everything, he stress- 
ed, depends on the particular 
marriage situation and the indi- 
viduals involved. 

Dr. Fikes, officially titled a 
clinical speech pathologist, point- 
ed out that none of the college 
couples seeking his course had 
been motivated by college 
troubles. 

However, Dr. Fikes did admit 
some possible negative affecta- 
tions concerniny marriage vs. 
college life. ; 

He explained that college could 
cut into the time spent at home, 
thereby having a negative effect 
on the student’s marriage. Also, 
as campus marriages increase the 
“traditional school spirit tends 
to decrease.’ This in turn is due 
to the tendency of married stu- 
dents to isolate themselves into 
their own special interest groups. 


Professional Mason 


Leads Police Hopefuls

SAC’s police science pro- 
gram has gone modern. 

Maurice Mason, law en- 
forcement instructor, states 
the courses offered at Santa 
Ana College are profession- 
alized. ne 

Mason, a University of 
Southern California grad- 
uate, also holds an LL.B. 
degree. Mason transferred to 
Santa Ana College from Sacra- 
mento State College to head the 
law enforcement department 
when it was established on cam- 
pus four years ago. 

Experienced in law, Mason 
held a judgeship for six years in 
Missouri and served as an investi- 
gator with the Central Intelli- 
gence Division. Instructor Mason 
also taught at the Bare institute 
on the Cal and UCLA campuses. 

Since its arrival on campus 
the law enforcement department 
has expanded more than 800%, 
Mason remarked. He added that 
the police science curriculum now 
includes courses in criminal law, 
criminal evidence, criminal pro- 
cedure and introduction to crim- 
inolorv. 

“Drastic changes are program- 
med for the entire law enforce- 
ment concept,” Mason said. ‘‘Ac- 
tuallv law enforcement belongs 
in the field. of human relations. 
In juvenile delinquency, for ex- 
ample, we have not spent enough 


time in research to be able to pre- 
dict the character of the youth 
labeled a delinquent.”’ 

The delinquent is playing a 
role? he wants to impress his 
audience, Mason said. “It is al- 
ways the ‘impression’ that counts. 
If a young man doesn’t behave 
according to our standards, or 
does not dress in a socially ac- 
ceptable manner he is already 
branded a juvenile delinquent. 

“Tt is the cultural and socio- 
logical pressures that are causing 
the juvenile delinauent not to 
adapt,”? Mason added. 

These pressures sometimes 
cause the wrong action. If a 
youth bolts out of the accep- 
table pattern he is in trouble. 
Society may be imposing too 
many pressures. If this is true, 
society might be creating another 
‘frankenstein,’ ’’ Mason contin- 
ued. 

“Because of the complexity 
and difficulties in inter-personal 
relations associated with the law 
enforcement program, a person 
with only a high school diploma 
is not qualified to handle the 
public relations,’ he said. 

Mason further stated that if 
the police are ever to become 
professionalized it will be only 
after they have disciplined them- 
selves academically in other pro- 
fessional areas. 

Lastly, Mason stressed the new 
image of the modern police offi- 
cer is that of one who is exper- 
ienced in the human relations 
and management field and a man 
who is well educated and well 
trained in the humanities.

Speed —

Speed:reading classes at 
Santa Ana College are per- 
haps the most popular on 
campus with good reason. 


Dr. Gerhard Kohn, de- 
velopmental reading ing 7 
structor, reports that stu ; 
dents, after one semester, 
become interested in more 
phenomenal speeds. 


Students can. breeze through 
required reading — and uhder- 
stand and retain more of what 
they read. 

Among the instruments pres- 
ently in use measuring speed and 
comprehension is the controlled 
reader, designed for concentra- 
tion in reading as well as visual 

- skills. 

It trains a person in having a 
larger eye span, using left to 
right movement of the eyes and 
rapid perception of words. 

It is fed by stories on ‘film 
strips. Articles come from maga- 
zines, newspapers and books. 

Another readine device is the 
tachistoscope and it’s easier to 
describe than to pronounce. 
Words, phrases and sentences are 
flashed on a screen. An overhead, 
projector with a _ photographic 
shutter, it helps develop phrase i 
reading, designed to aid concen-#Sem1 
tration in reading as well as aid- 
ing visual skills. 


Science Research Associates, 
reading laboratories, have made 
available the reading accelerator, 
a pacing device. It forces the eye 
to move rapidly down the column 
or page and can be adjusted in 
speed from less than 100 words 
a minute to more than 1,900 
words. 


Dr. Kohn says’ many students 
are participating in the four day 
and two night classes. Business- 
men, lawyers and doctors are all 
benefitting from the course. 

While speed reading has gained 
a surprising popularity in the last 
few years, interested students 
should keep in mind a few basic 
facts. : 

In high-speed skimming, stu- 
dents don’t actually read more 
than a few hundred words per 
minute. They simply try to spot 
the key words and lines that give 
them the general drift of the 
material, according to Dr. Kohn. 

How well this is done depends 
partly on the student’s familiar- 
ity with the subject, and partly 
on the student’s familiarity with 
the structure of writing.
